A TELEGRAM from Batabano, Cuba, 
Sives particulars of the murdef® of Senor 
Carlo Sanches Gonzales, an old resident 
of the town. He was arbitrarily arrested, 
and then shot in cold blood by a sergeant 
of the Civil Guard. 

GEORGE ANDERSON, of Valparaiso, Ind., 
got drunk Christmas, and attempted to 
murder the family of John Van Wert 
with a razor. He was overpowered by Mr. 
and Mrs Van Wert, aided by their hired 
man, and later arrested. 

Sioux Fauus, Dak., had its first snow- 
storm of the season on the 26th. 

THE Missouri river was still open at 
Chamberlain, Dak., on the 27th, and the 
weather continued moderate. 

THE Machine brothers, of Havana, 
Cuba, who, while under sentence of death 
for kidnaping, escaped from jail a month 
ago, murdered a detective who was after 
them, on the 27th, and again made their 
escape. 

_ Tue Richmond (Va.,) Whig announced 
its suspension on the 27th. 

THE sporting goods house of C. A. 
Gardner, of Hastings, Neb., failed on 
the 26th, with largo liabilities; assets 
unknown. 

Gusti Vasko, the murderer of Skokam, 
of Perth Amboy, N. J., was, on the 27th, 
sentenced to State prison for ten years. 

Tue ducking-tub and hanging by the 
wrists—modes of punishment long in 
vogue at the Ohio penitentiary—have been 
abolished by Warden Coffin as too severe 
and inhuman, and the dark dungeon sub- 
stituted in their stead. 

A SPECIAL from Saqua La Grande 
Cuba, on the 27th, announced the murder 
ef a soldier and sergeant of the Civil 
Guard by the bandits near Jicotea. 

E oWARD W. HowLanp, formerly of New 
Bedford, Mass., was murdered, on the 16th, 
in Mexico, where he has for a year 
had charge of two electric stations. He 
leaves a widow in Lynn. 

TueE Big Rapids (Mich.) City Gas-works 
were destroyed by fire, on the 27th, leav- 
ing the city in darkness. 

A SERIOUS riot, growing out of a dispute 
over the ownership of a goose, occurred 
near Tripp, Dak., on the 27th, between 
Russian Mennonites and Americans. 
One of the latter, Charles Johnson, was 
fatally hurt, and his brother George’s 
arm was broken. Three Russians were 
cut, but none fatally. 

THE Honorable Miss Cornelia’ Elizabeth 
Pruttie, second daughter of Lord Dunal- 
ley, was killed while hunting at Kilber, 
near Nenagh, County Tipperary, Ireland, 
on the 28th. While riding at full speed 
her horse stumbled and she was thrown 
from her saddle. Her feet became entan- 
gled in the stirrups, and she was dragged 
a considerable distance, head downward. 
When her horse was finally stopped she 
was dead. 

Srx prisoners, each under sentence to 
the penitentiary for two years, escaped 
from jail at Butte, Mont., on the 27th. 

ADVANCE sheets of the annual report of 
the Dominion Minister of Customs show 
that the exports of Canada during the fis- 
cal year ended June last amounted to 
$90,250,000, and the imports to 4$111,000,000 
-—the largest balance of trade against 
Canada since the Dominion was formed. 

Miss ANNIE C. GARRETT, daughter of 
the late James and Ann Garrett, of Ches- 
ter County, Pa., died at Milan, Italy, on 
the 27th. 

Tnk Bey of Tunis has ordered that all 
foreign employes become naturalized 
Frenchmen, and the Italian Government 
has addressed an amicable note of protest 
to France on the subject. 

GENERAL GRENFELL, With a Welsh regi- 
ment of cavalry and a detachment of Sou-. 
danese from the garrison of Suakim, made 
areconnoissance of the enemy’s country 
for four miles, on the 28th, and reports 
that he only saw a few rebels riding on 
camels, who quickly retreated on his ap- 
proach. General Grenfell filled up the 
rebel wells and returned. 

THE British bark William N. Chapman, 
from Hamburg, December 14, for New 
York, was sunk off North Foreland, En- 
gland, on the 26th, by collision with the 
British steamer Bedlormie. 

One Hathaway, a Canadian, was impris- 
oned at Ft. McKinney, Wyo., in 1885, 
charged with being a deserter from the 
United States army. He brought his case 
to the notice of the British Government, 
which has succeeded in obtaining for him 
from the United States an indemnity of 
$1,000. 

PETE Morris attempted, on the 28th, to 
kill an old man named Higdon, near Cum- 
berland Gap, Tenn. Higdon’s daughter, 
Martha, interfered in her father’s defense, 
and fatally shot Morris. 

CHARLES SHAW-LERFEVRE, Viscount 
Eversley, died in London, on the 28th, 
aged ninety-four years 

Pror. Pavcx Comss, aged thirty, a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the Marylend Agri- 
cultural College, was di owned, on the 28th, 
on Breton’s bay, near Leonardtown, St. 
Mary’s County, Md., in full sight of his 
mother and other members of his family, 
while gunning for ducks. 

DELORAINE, a thriving village of about 
500 inhabitants in the Southwestern part 
of the Province of Manitoba, was nearly 
destroyed by fire on the 28th. 

Six prisoners who escaped from the 
Tippecanoe County (Ind.) jail on Christ- 
mas night, were recaptured near Corwin, 
in the southern portion of the county, on 
the 27 

Prapo, the murderer of Mariv Ague- 
tant, a prominent member of the demi- 
monde of Paris, was guillotined in the 
Roquette prison on the 28th. 

THe wheat crop of the United States for 
the year 1888 is estimated at 400,000,000 
bushels. 

Euiyam Haske, of Strawn, Henry 
County, Ind., shot and instantly killed 
Miss Delilah Allison, a domestic in the 
employ of R. R. Colburn, on the 28th, and 
then shot himself, dying in two hours. 
Refusal of Miss Allison to cutertaia a pro- 
posal of marriage is supposed to have 
been the cause of the tragedy. 

TROUBLE is brewing in Hawaii over the 
construction, by an English company, of 
a street railway from Honolulu to Wai- 
kiki, in which the British Government 
may be called upon to take ahostzle band.

PRESIDENT W. B. StronG of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad Com- 
pany intends to resign his position at the 
annual meeting next spring, on account 
of impaired health. 

Martin SULLIVAN, a life prisoner in the 
Massachusetts State prison, was liberated, 
on the 27th, having been pardoned by the 
Governor and Council, after serving 
twenty-seven years. 

THE travel to Florida this winter bids 
fair to surpass that of last winter. Every 
train carries large numbers of visitors 
from the North, and the engagements at 
the hotels are in advance of what they 
were at this time last season. 

THE Pope attended the Te Deum in St. 
Peter’s Church at Rome, on the 80th, in 
celebration of the close of the jubilee 
year. There were 50,000 persons in at; 
tendance. 

His Holiness the Pope complains that 
the tendency of the age is toward material 
interests and materialistic teachings, ob- 
scuring true notions of right. 

Mr. BLAINE left Augusta, Me., on the 
29th, for Washington. He was accom- 
panied by his son Walker. 

SOUDANESE refugees who have escaped 
from the Arab camp, have offered to bring 
to Suakim General Gordon’s sword, cloth- 
ing and papers, which they assert are 
hidden near Berber. 

Tue Servian Skuptschina, on the 30th, 
elected M. Tauschanovics as its president, 
and M. Popovics, vice-president. 

JAMES O'NEILL, one of the oldest police- 
men on the Rochester (N. Y.) force, was 
shot, on the 29th, byWm. Manley,whom he 
was attempting to arrest on the charge of 
neglect and cruelty, preferred by his wife. 
O’Neill will probably die. Manley was 
locked up. 

Tue British Foreign Office is preparing 
the publication of additional papers rela- 
ting to the Sackville incident. 

THE prisoners in the jail at Schwabo 
Burmah, recently attemped to escape. 
They were fired upon and seven were 
killed and three wounded. 

A REBELION has broken out 
Wau country in Upper Burmah. 

ARABIC translations from London news- 
papers giving the plans of the British- 
Egyptain operations in the Soudan pre- 
vious to December 20 were found in the 
Arab camp outside of Suakim. 

A CONVENTION to form a State constitu- 
tion and to memorialize Congress for ad- 
mission to the Union will be held at Ellens- 
burg, W. T., on January 3. 

THE Pope, in his late encyclical letter, 
thanks God for the consolations which his 
jubilee brought to him. 

THE health of the King of Wurtemburg 
is in an unsatisfactory condition. 

THE Wurtemburg ministry indignantly 
persist ia their opposition to the return of 
Jackson, Woodeock and Hendry, tho 
King’s American favorites.

The shooting occurred 
about one mile east of Athens. The mur- 
derer used a shotgun, ‘and has not beep 
arrested. 

Mr. GLADSTONE was seventy-nine years 
old on the 29th. 

THE remains of the Rev. Dr. Boyce 
will be forwarded to America from Mar- 
seilles. The Rev. Dr. Broaddus will prob- 
ably succeed him as president of tie 
Southern Theological Seminary. 

\Tue miners of the anthracite region of 
Pennsylvania threaten to strike to secure 
a reduction in the price of power from $3 
to$2akeg.

ELECTION REFORM. 


Outline of the BU Prepared to Regulate 
Elections and Secure a Pure and Un. 
trammeled Franehise to Every Citizen, 
and to be Presented for the Approval! of 
the Legislature of Indiana. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 31.— A commit- 

tee of the Sefate and House has for some 
time had the matter of reform in the eleo- 
ion laws ofj@#he State undor consideration, 
and has now prepared a draft of a bill 
which it will bave presented in the Legis- 
lature as soon as possible after the ses- 
sion opens, and which the Democratic 
caucus wil) certainly make a party meas- 
ure. The majority of Democrats in both 
houses is so large that there is no doubt 
the bill will be quickly passed, and undor 
the circumetaroes there can be as little 
doubt that Governor Hovey will sign it. 

The bill to some extent is patterned 
after the Anstralian law. hk will make 
election day a legal holiday,@&nd in this 
manner will seek to close up all manu- 
facturing and similar establishments, and 
to prevent, as far as possibis, interfor- 
ence by employers with the opportuni- 
ties of their employes to reach the polls. 
The present law as to election officers will 
be re-enacted. It gives to each of the 
leading parties a judge and a clerk, and 
the party in power an inspector, The 
ticket will be a continuous ticket, all 
the candidates for all the offices being 
printed on a single slip of paper under 
headings indicating by which party each 
is placed in nomination. The names of 
the candidates of each party will also be 
distinguished by being printed.in a differ- 
ent colored ink from those of the other 
parties—Democrats, for instance, being 
printed in black, Republicans in red, 
Prohibitionists in blue, and soon. The 
voter, should he desire to vote a straight 
ticket of any party, simply indicates his 
choice by putting across mark opposite 
the name of that party. If he desires to 
scratch his ticket or vote a mixed ticket 
he will put across mark opposite the name 
of each person tor whom he desires to 
vote. The law will provide for five closets 
or booths, cheaply constructed, in which 
the voter will go prepare his ticket. He 
will get his ticket from the election in- 
spector, who will be provided with them 
by the county clerk ina sealed package, 
the expense of printing them heaving been 
defrayed by the county and State. 

The law contemplates small precincts, 
averaging about two hundred voters to 
each poll. 

No person but the inspector will be per- 
mitted to have a ticket in his possession, 
ae for the purpose of voting it, no 
natter from where he obtains it. A heavy 
penalty is provided for the violation of 
this ‘section. In preparing his ballot, 
should he spoil it by making a mistake in 
marking it or otherwise, the spoiled tick- 
et must be returned to the inspector, who 
willhave to account for all the tickets 
that have been given to him. Five min- 
utes will be allowed to each person in 
which to prepare his ticket. Any voter 
who may be unable to prepare his ballot 
himself can have it done for him as he 
may direct by any one of the election offi- 
cers. As soon as all the tickets are count- 
edanda return is made to the county or 
city clerk upon a tally-sheet, the tickets 
will be destroyed. There can be no re- 
counts nor any tampering with the bal- 
lots after the election is over. 

A distance flag will be placed within 
fifty feet of the polis on each side, and no 
person, except the voter and election offi- 
cers, will be allowed fo come nearer than 
the flag to the polls. Each party may 
have an official challenger, who will be 
permitted to go up as far as the voting- 
‘lace to make a challenge. In case of a 
‘oter being challenged, he will be com- 

sled to make an affidavit as to his place 

~ residence, the length of time he has 
ived in the State, county, city, ward, and 

s to his occupation and where he pursues 
t. If the challenger persists, the voter 
vill then have to be sworn in by a resi- 

ent freeholder or two resident household- 

rs. By the present law only afreeholder 
an swear in a vote. 

A registration feature similar to that in 

ogue in most States, will be incorporated 

ito the law. Indiana now has no regis- 

‘ation system. Bribery under the new 

iw willinclude the purchase of a man’s 

ote, paying money or other considera- 
onto him for staying away from the 
olls, or sending an employe away so 
iat he shall not be able to vote. The 
enalty for bribery will be imprisonment 
orless thantwo years and ineligibility 

’ hold office for double the time of im- 

‘risonment, but og#y the person who buys 

he vote is liable to this penalty, and no 

vrovision will be made for the punish 
nent of the man who sells his vote.

Saturday night she 
iad a severe attack, and three of the late 
teneral Sheridan’s physicians—Dr. Yar- 
-ow, Surgeon O’Reilly, U.S. A., and Dr. 
Lincoln—were called in. They were un- 
ible to do any thing for the patient, 
ind she died yesterday morning between

Mrs. Schofield was the daughter of 
Prof. Bartlett, formerly professor of 
philosophy at West Point Military Acde- 
my. She was married at the time that 
General Schofield, then a subordinate, 
was detailed as instructor at West Point.

Leslie Key, a wealthy young farmer re- 
siding near Earlington, Ky., was shot and 
instantly killed a few days since by the 
accidental discharge of a pistol in the 
hands of Perrin Vance, a friend, who at

Harry Seebright was out hunting alone 
near Hopkinsville, Ky., a few evenings 
since, when, in climbing a fence, he struck 
his gun against a post. which caused it te 
explode. One of his arms was torn from 
his body and he received internal injuries 
from which he died, in great agony. 

Theresa Chevrel, in religion Mother 
Theresa, Superior of the Order of Notre 
Dame de Mount Carmel, died at the con- 
vent of the order in New Orleans, a few 
days age, at the age of eighty-two years, 
Mother Theresa was born in Tours, 
France, in 1806. 

John S. Scott, a prominent and success- 
ful agriculturalist of Marion County, 8S. 
C., has been appointed by the Russian 
Government to go to its territory, in 
Eastern Asia, and instruct the inhabit- 
ants in cotton growing. A liberal salary 
is attached to the position. 

A cave-in of a gravel pit in the northern 
suburbs of Paducah, Ky.,a few days ago, 
caught A. D. Brady, aged thirty-five 
years.

Holmes had ao difficulty 
with another negro. Mr. Robertson inter- 
fered and tried to quell the disturbance. 
Holmes drew a pistol and shot Robertson, 
the ball penetrating his breast and caus- 
ing instant death. The murderer was ar- 
rested and jailed. 

The Bank of Montgomery, Ala., a new 
institution, was organized recently, with 
capital stock of $100,000. Officers were 
elected as follows: Ds. M. P. Legrand, 
president; W. H. Hubbard, cashier; E. R. 
Hastings, teller. 

The colored prisoners confined in the 
jail at Dawson, Ky., made their escape, a 
few nights ago, by setting fire to the celJs. 
Had the jailer not been humane enough 
to unlock the doors after the prisoners 
had started the’fire they would have been 
cremated. 

Near Harrodsburg, Ky., a few days ago, 
Frank Green, who had killed three men in 
the course of his life, while escaping from 
officers by crossing the Kentucky riverina 
skiff, capsized his boat and was drowned. 

Robert Hull, a fireman on the Norfolk 
& Western railroadand a brother of Allen 
Hull, general passenger agent of the same 
road, committed suicide at Lynchburg, 
Va., a few nights ago, by taking laud- 
anum. 

Jesse Taylor was killed near the Coosa 
furnace at Gadsden, Ala., a few nights 
ago. He was trying to keep down a diffi- 
culty between Arch Craze, his nephew, 
and H. T. Laycaster. 

Baxter Court, the handsomest office 
building in Nashville, Tenn., was de- 
stroyed, a few nights ago, by fire, which 
originated inthe engine-room. The build- 
ing cost $60,000, and was insured for $50,- 
000. 

Miss Mary Kennard, one of the victims 
of the recent railroad collision at Bards- 
town Junction, Ky., died at Louisville. It 
was thought that she would certainly re- 
cover, but she took a sudden turn for the 
worse and soon expired. 

Mrs. Couch, a widow, who was to have 
been married at Macon, Ga., a few days 
ago, was cruelly beaten the night before 
the expected wedding by an unknown per- 
son. She was aroused by a noise in the 
room, and before she could cry out was 
seized by the throat and brutally kicked 
and beaten until she was senseless. It 
was impossible to recognize her assailant 
in the dark. 

At South Boston, Va., a few days ago, 
the large tobacco factory of J. W. Eas- 
ley was burned. The factory was occu- 
pied by Norman & Evans, and contained 
a stock of old tobacco valued at $35,000. 
It was feared at one time thatthe whole 
town would be destroyed and Danville 
was asked for assistance, but the flames 
were finally extinguished. 

A fire in Marion, Ala., a few days since 
burned out the buildings occupied by 
James Gregory & Son, dry goods; H. H. 
Hurt, Jr.; D. J. Ballard, saddlery; A. V. 
Welch, grocer; Butler & Mitchell’s book- 
store; the Western Union teJegraph office 
and Morton’s photograph gallery. Al) 
the merchants saved their stocks. 

City Marshal McMahon of Vicksburg, 
Miss., shot A. G. Clay and Newton Doolan, 
a few nights ago, while they were at- 
tempting to break into the jail for the 
purpose of liberating a prisoner named 
Green, charged with liquor selling. They 
had nearly succeeded in breaking a door 
down when the marshal fired. Both men 
were badly wounded. 

Fourteen prisoners succeeded in cutting 
their way out of the third story of the 
Hamilton County (Tenn.) jail, afew days 
ago, and making their escape. They cut 
off six-inch rods and then made a rope of 
the blankete in their cots and slid down 
to the ground. Seven of the prisoners 
confined in their department were all that 
were left who did not make a break for 
liberty. The delivery was discovered by 
Wm. Johnson, atrusty prisoner, who gave 
the alarm. Officers were immediately sent 
in every direction, but up to last accounts 
not a single one of the fugitives had been 
captured. 

A most dastardly attempt at murder 
and robbery was perpetrated at Kosci- 
usko, Miss., a few nights since. Captain 
C, H. James, an old and respected citizen, 
who lives alone in his store and butcher 
shop, on one of the principal streets and 
near the Court-House square, nearly lost 
his life by being beaten with a billet of 
wood in the hands of a black man named 
Turner Halum. After beating the old 
man about the head, the negro attempted 
his escape through the door of the shop, 
but two other negroes, Jim McNair and 
Bill Miller, with two or three white citi- 
zens, hearing a commotion about the 
premises, rushed to the scene as the as- 
sailant was making his escape from the 
building, captured him and put him in 
jail. It is said that Captain James recog- 
nizes Halum as the man, and it was feared 
that he would be roughly

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AFRICAN RUNNERS. 








Messengers Whose Powers of Endurance 
Are Simply Marvelous. 


The Arab couriers of the Sultan of 
Morocco are required to make on foot 
the distance between Tangier and Fez, 
about one hundred and fifty miles by 
turtuous roads, climbing big mount- 
ains and swimming bridgeless rivers, 
in three and one-half days. They 
would be apt to regard the tanbark in 
Madison Square Garden as a regular 
picnic, and they would not require any 
rubbing down or other attention. Their 
little doura cakes would suffice for 
nutriment, and when they retired for a 
three hours’ snooze a cord tied to a 
foot and seton fire atthe other end 
would wake them at the proper time. 

Then there are King Khama’s postal 
runners in Bechuanaland. They are 
short-distance pedestrians, but they 
are rattling travelers over the rough- 
est of roads, and, toughened by long 
experience,they would probably do well 
in a six-days’ burst of speed. They 
are placed fifteen miles apart between 
Shoshong, His Majesty’s capital, and 
Kimberley, and they get the royal mail 
over the ground at the rate of 130 
miles a day, without any star-route ex- 
pediting. 

But human endurance is seldom test- 
ed so severely as among the postal 
messengers of the Chinese Government 
between Pekin and Lhassa. These 
messengers are picked and trained 
men, who in times of great urgency 
are required to cover the 4,500 miles 
vetween the two capitals on horseback 
in thirty-six days, or 125 miles a day. 
The messenger’s letters, inclosed in a 
yellow bag, are never taken off his 
back except when he changes his dress, 
once aweek. Hechanges horses every 
few miles, eats and sleeps in posta) 

stations, is under the most rigid re 
strictions as to articles of diet, and is 
permitted to sleep only four hours a 
day. This remarkable feat is said tc 
be accomplished whenever there is need 
of special dispatch, but on ordinary oc 
casions just double the time is giver 
to the journey.—-Detroit free Press.

Sunday Night’s Fire at Deca- 
tur. 





The Gate-Way city has a magnifi- 
cent fire-alarm not to have a vestige 
ofa fire company. Every living 
thing within five miles of the place 
must have known that semething had 
gone wrong there Sunday unight 
about 10 o'clock.

Despite the favorable rain and 
volunteers the fire originating in Les 
onards saloon spread and destroyed 
the twelve new frame buildings on 
either side of LaFayette street and

ABOUT GRASS LAND. 


Evils of Pasturing It at Times When It 
Should Be at Rest. 


Because land is seeded to grass is 
hardly a sufficient reason for consider- 
ing grat it does not require any further 
attention. In some localities it is 
much more difficult to secure a stand 
of grass than in others, and whenever 
this is the case it is usually bést not to 
plow up all the meadow or pasture un- 
Yal reasonably sure that a good stand 

in the meadow or pasture has been se- 
cured. If a system of rotation is 
adopted and carried out an arrange- 
ment can be planned so that this can 
be done. Grass is a very important 
crop} both ‘to supply plenty of green 
food during the summer and to make 
into hay for winter feeding, and it will 
pay to take such measures as will best 
<insure this, Asarule the best plan 
of keeping up the fertility of the soil 
is to carry out asystem of rotation and 
apply manure when the ground is 
plowed, as at this time it is in the best 
condition to derive the full benefit of 
an application. 

But there are exceptions to this. 
Some land, while not very rich,is better 
adapted to grass than any thing else. 
It is good either for meadow or past- 

‘ure, and when once well seeded down 
\it is better to keep it in a system of ro- 
tation. When this is the case manure 
had better be applied in the fall or 
early winter, and if well rotted and 

“fined the soluble portions will be car- 
ried into the soil, so that when the 
grass starts to grow in the spring it 
will be able to derive the benefit. 

Raising crops of grass every year 
without returning any thing back to 
the soil will exhaust the available 
plant food fully as much as the grow- 
ing of any other crop. And if any 
thing like a fair crop of grass is se- 
cured it is very necessary to keep the 
soil reasonably rich, and this can only 
be done by applying manure to the 
soil. With wheat, oats, corn, clover 
and timothy making a six years’ rota- 
tion, the fertility of the soil can be 
kept up. The meadows are kept in 
grass two years, and there will be 
plenty of opportunities to enrich the 
soil, either by applying manure after 
plowing or while in grass. Manure 
can be applied after plowing for wheat 
in the fall and before sowing the seed, 
or after the ground is plowed in the 
fall for spring crops. ‘There is usually 
time for hauling out manure early in 
the fall, and again more or less can be 
hauled out during the winter. So then 
when grass land can be made a part of 
the system of rotation, manure can 
ve applied after plowing, while in a 
soil that when once well seeded down 
and a good, even stand is secured it 
will be best to apply only weil-rotted 
manure in the fall or early winter. 

Grass land should not be pastured 
too late in the fall or too early in the 
spring, or when the soil is soft, so that 
the grass will be injured by tramping. 
By not pasturing too close after frost 
the tops of the grass will form a mulch 
that will aid materially to protect the 
roots of the plants during the winter. 
Pasturing too carly in the spring, be- 
fore the plants secure a good start to 
grow, lessens the vitality, and in con- 
sequence the plants fail to make as 
good a growth as they should, while 
the food secured is of a very poor 
quality; but by waiting until the plants 
have made a good growth the 
will make better feed and be less in- 
jured by tramping. 

A very good plan of thickening up 
an old meadow or pasture that from 
any cause has barren spots in it is to 
harrow well and then sow the seed as 
evenly as possible. The pasture and 
meadows ought to be made to furnish 
the largest possible amount of feed, 
and when this condition is secured care 
should be taken to preserve it.—WN. J. 
Shepherd, in Detroit Free Press.

How They Are Treated on the Experi- 
mental Farm at Ottawa, Can. 


William Saunders, director, has the 
following important paper on the above 


subject: 
“The great importance of encourag- 
ing and stimulating tree planting 


among the farmers, especially in the 
Northwest provinces, is beyond dis- 
pute. It is felt also that this can only 
be accomplished on the scale of mag- 
nitude required by the planting of suit- 
able forest-tree seeds, which can be 
gathered from the native trees growing 
in the provinces or purchased at a small 
cost. This leads us to add a few words 
of advice on the general treatment of 
forest-tree seeds. 

‘‘Many of the tree seeds which ma- 
ture early are better sown after they 
are gathered. ‘This applies especially 
to the several varieties of elm and to 
the soft maple. The hard maple, box 
elder and ash seeds keep well over 
winter, provided they are stored in a 
cool place and not allowed to get 
too dry. . Acorns, nuts and_= stone 
fruits are most successfully planted in 
the autumn, but if kept over winter 
should be mixed with moist sand and 
exposed to frost and planted as early 
as possible in the spring, taking care 
that they are at no time left in masses 
under conditions so as to heat. Many 
failures with seed arise from not sow- 
ing it in partial shade. If seeds are 
exposed alternately to hot sunshine 
and cold, while they are swelling, they 
will frequently rot before’ they 
appear abovethe surface. The requi- 
site shade may be obtained by the use 
of brush-wood, or a light layer of 
corn stalks or straw, removing this as 
soon as the seedlings are up and fairly 
established. Many nurserymen en- 
elese their seed-beds with wooden 
frames, on which are laid light frames 
made of one-inch strips, and covered 
with cotton cr muslin. These are con- 





cost. Seedlings of evergreen trees ' 
grow slowly, and require to be shaded 
and kept moist during hot weather all 
through the first year of their growth, 

and..sometimes longer. Seeds take 
some time to swell their coats | 
after being placed in the ground; | 

hence, if planted dry, they should be 
sown as soon as soil can be had to cover 
them. Germination may be hastened, 
especially with seeds of a hard text- 
ure, by pouring hot water on them, 
and allowing them to soak for twenty- 
four hours betore sowing. 

Seeds sometimes fail to grow from 
being planted too deep. The larger 
nuts and acorns should be covered with 
soil about as deep as the seed is thick; 
other smaller seeds should not be cov- 
ered with more han half an inch of 
mellow soil, pressed gently with the 
back of a spade so as to make the 
earth firm around them, and when the 
young seedlings appear they should be 
carefully weeded. Occasionally seeds 
will remain in the ground until the fol- 
lowing season without germinating. 
Should any fail to grow by the time 
spring is over, and on examination the 
kernels are found sound, the seed-beds 
should be kept weeded and shaded un- 
til the next season.” 


POULTRY IN 


Suggestions of a Practical Nature Submit- 
ted by a Man of Experience. 


During the cold weather as much of 
their food should be given to them 
warm as possible; even the milk for 
them to drink should be warmed. Last 
winter the cook used to make mush of 
skim milk for the fowls. The milk 
was brought to a boiling point, then 
thickened with cornmeal. It is need- 
less to say that this dish was most 
highly appreciated. Corn was also 
boiled for them, and wheat, part- 
ly because it is more wholesome and 
partly from economic reasons; the 
grain by swelling to twiceits size goes 
twice as far. Boiled wheat is the best 
food for fowls that we have ever tried; 
still, the greater the variety the bet-

ter. We give them something of 
nearly every thing on the place. Tho 


horses are made to contribute some of 
their shelled oats; the cows, a bag of 
wheat bran now and then, a small por- 
tion of their ground oats, shipstuff, 
or whateveris in season. It is an ex- 
celent, idea to mix a little cot: 
ton-seed meal with the soft food 
about every other day. One pint to a 
mess for one hundred fowls is suffi- 
ecnt, as the cotton-seed meal is very 
rich. This, by the way, deepens con- 
siderably the color of the yelks of the 
I know of one farmer who raised 
a large crop of black-eyed peas for the 
benefit of his fowls on a field that was 
too poor to bring any thing else. 

The hen-house should be examined, 
close shutters nailed over the lattice- 
work windows, and all other openings 
closed that are large enough to admit

the driving rain or drifting snow. 
When fowls are not suffciently pro- 


tected to prevent their combs and feet 
from ‘becoming frosted, not only is 
their appearance considerably disfig- 
ured, but the suffering is so intense 
that the hens become poor and the 
supply of eggs is diminished. Many 
persons think fowls are healthier tc 
roost above an earthen floor, but 
where a good many are kept 
in one house it seems me 
it would be difficult keep 
the floor clean; earth, because 
of its absorbent qualities, soon becomes 
very impure. My best hen-house has 
a good tight floor high enough from the 
ground for the air to circulate freely 
beneath it, and so smooth that it can 
be scraped clean with a hoe, after 
which it is neatly swept with a broom, 
and receives, together with the roost-

| ing-poles and nest-boxes, a good thick 


of whitewash. This is done as 
as seems necessary; when we 
a good many fowls, every two 
weeks at least. ‘The old nests are then 
thrown away and a layer of refuse 
tobaeco placed in the bottom of the 
boxes with only a sufficient quantity of 
clean straw or hay put above it to 
make asoft nest. Since this plan has 
been adopted the fowls have not been 
troubled with insects, and have been 
remarkably healty. Lime, crushed 
egg shells and bone meal are placed in 
accessible places; and thus finding all 
their natural wants provided for chick- 
ens are not apt to contract the bad 
habit of eating their own eggs, or 
plucking out each others fcathers.— 
Couytry Gentleman.

Burn None But Dry Wood.

A certain amount of undried wood 
will raise from the freezing to the boil- 
ing point twenty-seven pounds of water; 
when dried it will raise to the same 
temperature thirty-six pounds of water. 
Hence drying the wood increases its 
heating power one-third. When there 
is moisture either in the wood or on it, 
it is converted into vapor at an expense 
of heat. The moisture also prevents 
the ready combination of the oxygen 
with the carbon, and as a result more 
carbon is driven off. Every one knows 
that when green or wet wood is burned 
it makes more and denser smeke than 
wood that is seasoned or dry. This is 
in part Owing to the watery vapor, and 
also to the carbon carried off; the car- 
bon lost is so much fuel wasted. It is 
easier to cut acertain amount of green 
wood than the same amount of dry 
wood, but so much more of the former 
is required, that its cutting involves 
more labor. The economy of a wood- 


shed is apparent, when dried wood 
gives off one-third more heat than 


wood undried, not to speak of the 
bother of burning green wood. Amer-

DANGEROUS KISSING. 


Why School-Teachers Should Beware of 
Their Chubby-Faced Pupils. 


The subject of kissing is again ab- 
' sorbing the attention of experts and 
| scientists. They have hitherto devot 
| ed their time to specialties in the kiss- 
ing line, but this time it is promiscuous 
osculation that claims their investiga 
tion. The dangers that attend kissing 
are held by authorities to be legion, 
and the operation, as confined to pub- 
lic schools, will interest many parente 
whose children attend these institu- 
tions, and also the teachers who be- 
stow favors freely upon theie scholars. 

The investigation of labial contacta 





: in tae public schools was begun by a 


young man whose best girl is a teach- 
er, and who, in the exchange of loving 
embraces, communicated to hima very 
sore throat, which has destroyed his 
singing voice. He was much hurt at 
the lady’s mode of suspending hie 
vocal efforts, and vowed that he would 
get at the bottom of the plot. The 
young teacher admitted that she 
had on the day previous kissed 
a favorite scholar plump on 
the mouth—just where she kissed 
the young man. 
fering with a sore throat, and in the 
interchange of embraces communi- 
cated her trouble to the pretty teacher. 
The young man’s sore throat was the 
natural outcome of his affection for 
the teacher, and he started the investi- 
gation with the philanthropic motive 
of preventing any other young men 
who have pretty school teachers for 
sweethearts from becoming victims of 
a bad practice. His inquiry shewed 
that while the practice is not general, 
there is still enough kissing done be- 
tween scholars and teachers to create 
an epidemic of sore throats «mong 
schoolmarms’ lovers, and he will take 
active measures to stamp out entirely 
the last trace of public schools 
kissing. 

A number of grammar-school prin- 
cipals, whose long experience makes 
them reliable authorities of the subject, 
were interviewed, and they «unani- 
mously agreed with the revengeful 
young man that public-school kissing 
was a risky pleasure and should be 
abolished. 

‘I would discountenance any thing 
of that character,” said Principal 
Gideon of the Meade Grammar School, 
who holds the reins of the Twenty- 
ninth section, where pretty children 
are the rule, and the temptations to 
kiss chubby checks are manifold “1 
don’t belong to the free-kissers, and 
would not allow the practice, be- 
cause of the dangerous results that 
might follow. Among the higher 
classes there is no kissing, but in the 
lowest primary grades, where the chil- 
dren are very young and affectionate, 
the teacher may kiss them occasional- 
ly. It is not the rule, and I am in 
hearty sympathy with the young man 
who wants to eradicate kissing from 
the public schools. In some cases the 
teachers are so much liked by the 
scholars that the little ones annoy 
them, and to avoid being rude, they 
offer the cheek, which answers all 
practical purposes. I do not think the 
practice extends to kissing the boys, 
although a loving young teacher might 
kiss a manly pupil on certain occa- 
sions. The subject is a very delicate 
one, and I will let you interview some 
of my young lady assistants on the 
peculiarities of osculation and its ef- 
fects” 

The reporter was too bashful to in- 
terview the young lady teachers. They 
had heard of the subject the principal 
was talking about, and were breath- 
lessly expecting to be called on for 
opinions. The reporter said he would 
take their word for it. 

Charles H. Brelsford, supervising 
principal of the Claghorn School, wae 
also opposed to the kissing practice. 
‘Besides being inconvenient, it is an 
unhealthy diversion,” said he. ‘‘and 
very annoying to teachers. What kiss- 
ing there is done is confined to the 
primary grades. It would be especial- 
ly unhealthy at this time of the year, 
where sore throats are plenty and the 
germs of diphtheria are abroad.” 

Principal Charles Boyer of the North- 
west Schoo! and Prof. Ridge, of the 
Stevens School, united in condemning 
promiscuous kissing as a dangerous 
practice, and one that should be abol- 
ished where it existed. They thought 
that the instances were comparatively 
rare, and always confined to the pri- 
mary schools, where the children were 
fresh from home and wanted to be 
kissed more than older scholars.— 
Philadelphia Record.

—Oyster fricassee is a tempting 
dish. The oyster is boiled, carefully 
skimmed and thickened with butter 
and flour to the consistency of gravy. 
The proportions are about one large 
tablespoonful of butter to a scant one 
of flour. This must be stirred up very 
slowly to prevent it becoming lumpy. 
Beason with a trifle of mace and chop- 
ped parsley; then add the oysters, and 
stirr constantly until they appear to 
be well cooked through. 

—Many people prefer the flavor of 
frozen cranberries. Freezing changer 
part of the acid into grape sugar, and 
modifies the flavor of the fruit. The 
berries should be carefully picked 
over, and frozen solid; than thawed 
quickly by pouring over them warm or 
hot water, when they will be softened 
and have a semi-transparent look. 
They’ will only require about three. 
fourths as much sugar as before freez- 
ing, and will make very hard, fine 
iellv. or  sanee.—Farm.
